Kix-rner’s i-uming back as a crack rider again 
shows till- ixissiliilities of any good rider who keeps 
liis record clean on the turf. In 1911 he led tlie 
winning riders of America witli H>2 winning mounts 
to his credit. .Now. after four years, lie is again 
a riding star and may, if not this year, in some 
otlier year, yet realize Ills eherislied amhitioii to 
ride to victory a winner of the Kentucky Derliy. 
He lias had a few mounts in jiast years in tliis 
race, Imt Ids chief triiimp!i in such events was in 
1912, wlien in- won tlie Canadian Derby in tlie 
eolors of 'T. C. McDowell on tlie latter’s great 
e«dt 'The Manager.

28th inst.. and thirt.v snhseriidions are stipulated 
for ill eatdi jastaaee. as compared with a tliird of 
the nmiilMT named last yc-ar. The eireumstanees 
this .vi-.ir are. howc-ver. altogidlier ditTereat. and 
permit of reasonatde aiitieiiiation th:it the desireii 
number of nominations will 1 h‘ fortlieoming witiiout 
ciifheult.v. Wlien the new races were institiitcsl in 
I'.ll.") all was c-li.ios, a l.omhshi 11 in tlie sha|M> of 
eomi'lelc- stoi»page of the sjiort exc-i-pt at Newmarket 
having jii.st fallen. MoreoviT. the si-asoii’s racing 
had progre-ssed sul’ieiently far to enable owners and 
trainers of t iiri'c-year-cdd eedts and fillies to esti- 
mate prett.v aeeurately the- strimgtli of our resources 
in respect to edassie performers. 

Now. however, it is cjuiti' different. ,\t tlie date 
fixed for the cdosing of entries for tlie .New Derl'.v 
and Oaks little or nothing can he known eitlier 
in tlie sliiiiM’ of piihiie form or private trial to 
deter owm-rs of the iim-t promiving juveniles of 
last season from entering into eiigag.-iiieiits whieli. 
ill the result, may la- fraught with the gre.itesi 
iMissIhle iiiiiKcrtaiiee from a future stud point of 
vii-w. S.ivc- Fifiiiidh'. no two-year-old could Im* 
said to stand out with gr-at proniiiienee ;it tin- 
idose of the Hoiighloii meeting in ttetohiT, and even 
B'ifiaella's case tliere is always to lie dreaded the 
IMissihility of her failing, as mi m.iny good fillies 
bc'fore her have done, to maintain the great |iromise 
of her first season. Thus cver.vtliiiig is suggestive 
of good and representative suhseriptious for the 



new races, to he followed by interesting and in- 
structive contests. 

As WHS the ease last year, when the New Derby 
and Oaks were decided in the middle of Juno, the 
colts’ “classic” is to ts' a sweepstakes of UK) 
sovereigns each, witli l.tKM) sovereigns added, and 
tiiat fer fillies of .50 sovereigns eaeli, witli 500 
sovereigns iiddc'd. A tliousiiiid sovereigns, by tlie 
wa.v, were addiai in eneli iiistiiiiee on tlie previ- 
ous occasion, but the owner of the successful filly 
tills year will win more than 1,400 sovereigns se- 
cured by 8now Marten provided that an.vtliing like 
the rcspiired niiiniHT of entries is rec-eivcsl. There 
is nnotlier differc-nee to 1 h» noted, viz., that 
wlioreas last year the eligible candMates were re- 
stricted to those originally entered for the Epsom 
Derh.v and Oaks, the races this time are open to 
all comers. This, ngnin. slioiild lielii to keep tlie 
siihseriiitioii list well up to the desired mark. 

The only jMiiiit. indec'd. on whieli I feel the slight- 
est iiieliiiatioii to criticize is witli reference to the 
nomeiiel.itim' of tlie r:ic-es. 'I’liere is no real point 
in n.imiiig tliem New Derh.v and New Oaks, c'ven if 
so simple a designation was not altogether inapt 
last yinir. Now, however, they are no longer “new” 
events, and it would have been far better to liave 
ado)itc'd tlie titles of “War” Dcnhy and Oaks, so 
(hat the c-ireuiiistanees under v.diicdi flic-y are to lx* 
rim might lx fittingl.v lierpetiiatc cl. Doubtless this 
is a small matter, iinwortli.v of iiiueh iiisistenee in 
times like the present, hut (here is. all the same, a 
gcKxl deal of virtue as well as utility in approjiriatc 
iiomenelalure. Tliere is, one is glad to note, to 
1 m' a June .Stakes again at the B'irst Extra meeting, 
tills IxMiig tlie I'vent designed to take the place 
of the Epsom Coronation Cup, and which was so 
easily carried off b.v Black Jester in its first year, 
'i'lie conditions are sliglitl.v varied, tlic sweepstakes 
now iH'ing tliirty instead of twent.v sovereigns, 
and the added money reduced from l.(M)0 sovereigns 
to lialf Hint amount. 

It is interesting to note tliat, wiiile there is no 
mention of a Newmarket Gold (’up to take tlie 
place of tlie great Ascot tropli.v. the New Coventr.v 
Stakes is advertised to take pl:i<-e at tlie Second 
Extra Meeting on .lime 22 and to close on the 
same day ns the Derh.v and Oaks. 'I’liis inuxirtant 
juvenile event was decided last .voar over a month 
later, hut tiie lainditions are the same, tliougli 
there is no mention of the l.(KH) sovereigns added 
liuving Ixen provided b.v tlie Ascot aiitliority, or 
of tlie previous stipulation tliat tlie animals en- 
gaged should liave lieen origiuall.v entered for one 
or otlier of tlie ahandoiied juvenile events at 
Ascot. B'orty entries are asked for, and it is 
worthy of note tliat forty-five were secured for 
the saihstitiitcd stake last July. The omission 
of any announcement rt'garding the Gold Cup 
does not necessarily mean that it is contemplated 
to dispense witli a race of tlie kind tliis season, 
and I liope that one-wiU lie arranged. Everytliing 
Iioints to tlie determination of tlie stewards of the 
Jockey Club to do all in their power to keep racing 
alive in a milliner compatible witli tlie nation’s 
interests, and tliis there can 1m* no doubt tliey will 
succeed in accoiiiiilisliiiig in spite of tlie ill-natured 
and in some instances extremely vulgar criticism 
levelled against the continuance of racing during 
Wediiesda.v ni.ght’s proceedings in I’arliament. — • 
“Augur” in Ixmdon Sporting Life of March 10. 

BETTER FEELING AT NEW ORLEANS. 

-\t tlie recent meeting of shareholders of tlie New 
Orleans Business Men’s Racing Association, wlilidi 
condemned tlie ai'tion of those memlx*rs of the or- 
ganization’s hoard of directors wlio voted tlicmsclvcs 
and accepted sums of money for tlicir services, reso- 
lutions were adopted jirovidiiig for tlie appointiiieiit 
of a commiltix' of five stoekhoiders. wliicli commit- 
tee. as repri'sentative of tlie general Ixidj- of sliare- 
liolders, shall name at tlie next aiiiiiial meeting of 
the association the nine directors wiio are to serve 
next .vear. 

“Tlie rapidit.v with wliicli the resolutions were 
projiosed and adopted was convincing evidence that 
lliose shareholders who attended the special session 
were there with tlie determination of exix'ditiously 
doing all in tlieir power to assure tlie continued 
otx>ratioii of clean racing in New Orleans,” said 
.Vrchibald Marx, tlie cliairmnn, as he pointed out the 
fact that all resolutions were adopted without a 
dissenting voice. 

It was the sense of tlie meeting that tlie appoint- 
ment of the five men who are to serve on the nomi- 
nating coiiiniitti'e lie left entirelj- to the discretion 
of tlie cliaimian. who asked that lie be given time 
to enable liiiii to tliorouglily go over the list of 
stockliidders and select only those lie believes will 
liave tlie unanimous support of the shareholders. 

Dwelling upon tlie necessity of instant action on 
the part of those who would preserve clean racing 
in New Orleans, Mr. Marx went over in detail the 
original piirixises of tlie Business Men’s Racing As- 
sociation. and cmpliasized tlie fact tliat no stock- 
holder wlio snhscrilicd when the movement was first 
launclicd did so under tlie impression tlint lie ever 
would renii direct personal fiiinncinl gain from tlie 
meeting. 

“'Tlie race meetings have helped our cit.v wonder- 
fiill.v.” said Mr. Marx, "and tliere is not one among 
ns wliose hiisiiiess interests liave not been iM-iiefited 
(ly the revival of tlie sixirt liere. Betterment of oiir 
business was our aim. We liave accomplislied it, 
and now that (lie race meetings have proven bril- 
liant financial successes, we should adhere to the 
promises made at tlie start of the campaign, and 

1 llic profits of flic meetings go to some piihlii'- 
spirited project wliicli will mean something for tlie 
coniniiiiiit.v.” 

Mr. Marx’ address echoed the feeling of all pres- 
ent, and I. B. Reiiiiysoii, president of file associa- 
tion, was loiidl.v applauded when he suggested tliat 
the stockholders not oiil.v consider the problem of 
aiding in the construction of an auditorium licrc, 
but iniiiiciliately start work on the promotion of a | 
laiuisiana fair, so the association would have results 
to show ill tlie future. 

While a resolution condemning the action of the 
directors wlio accepted moneys from the association 
was adopted iiiiaiiiuionsly, n niiuiiiiiioiis vote of com- 
nieiidntioii was given those of the directors wlio re- 
fused to accept the sums voted them. In this list 
was iiieliided tlie name of .lolin Dillon, who returned 
the cheek sent him by the association, stating tliat 
he did not believe it was the xvisli of tlie sto<-k- 
liolders that he be remunerated lor tlie services he 
iiad given. 

R. S. Edil.v, seeret.-iry of tlie stoekhoiders’ com- 
mittee, read a telegram from New Orleans busi- 
ness men in Hot Springs iira.viiig that the organiza- 
tion Iifdd together in the interest of racing and 
pointing out that tlie merchants of the Spa declare 
the meeting now going on there to lx- a life-.saver. 

Cliairmaii Mar.x closed the session witli a rixiiiest 
that all stockliolders attend the general meeting 
called f.ir the night of March 30, hi.viiig stress iiixjii 
tlie fact that tlie future of rii<-iiig in New Orleans 
depended on action taken at that coming meeting. 

THE HORSE’S PLACE IN THE WAR. 

Tlie Russians are perliaps using more horses than 
aii.v of tlie other belligerents at the present time, 
says a eommeiitor on conditions. 'Tliey liave drawn 
on the immense supplies of SitxTian and other 
ixmies. They liarness up great teams of these 
small horses and pull guns and ammunitiou wagons 
and siiiiplies of tliousamls of tilings in advance and 
in ridreat. Where these thousands of liorses work 
it would Ik‘ impossible to use motor traction. 

On the same subject ilugii Henry writes in a 
London magazine; 

•‘.Since the stirring times of good (jueen Anne, 
caviilr.v have over and over again exhibited their 
supreme usefulness in war. In spite of inaii.v and 
eliaiigiiig tlieories, the liorse has retained, if not liis 
• mee iiiielialleiiged pride of place in a great army, 
at least in a ixisition of iinassailalile iniportan<-e. 
'Time alter time, during ix-aee, it lias been hinted 
that his da.v was over. .\iid tIi<Mi, tried again in 

war. lie lias given tlie lie to tlie theorists. Alwa.vs 

playing a diffieiilt and dangerous part, tlie arme 
lilaiiehe 1ms covered itself witli iiiiperisliahle glory. 
Tliroiigli tlie efforts of tliat great cavalry eoiii- 
maiidcr. tlie iiicoiiiparalile Ne.v, tlie naiinant of 
NaixileoiTs iiriiiy struggled liack from Russia. 'To 
make tlie attack, full of dasli and blooded li.v pre- 
vious successes, or. wear.v in long-drawn-out re- 
treat. to fend off from the arni.v attacks of the 

ever-pres.^iiig foe, are (lie great duties of the 

cavalry sohjier. 'To earr.v out the reeoiinaissanee 
and the sere« iiiiig iiiovemeiit. to injure tlie enemy’s 
eoiiiiiiimiealioiis and liiii.ler the regular renewal of 
his supplies, anil thus to eripide liis iiiohility. are 
work ill the almost daily routine of cavalry with a 
iinxlerii army. 

“And so the horse Ims eoiiti:iii"il. amid (lie ever- 
elmiigirg eoiiditions of warfare, to take his place in 
all tlie great eampaigns of the world. And so, 
doiilitless. will he continue to do until cavalry have 
vanished from the field and the jiower in war 
created h.v tlie s|ileiidid niiioii of horse and rider 
has surrendered its supremacy to something un- 
dreamt of today.”

Nearl.v a Iiiiiidred .roars have passed since 
Dangerous, the iiroperly of Mr. Isaac Sadler, won 
a sensational Derby; hut it is always interesting 
to me and all lovers of turf liistory to raiiihle 
tlirougli tliese ancient days. Tlie name of tlio 

owner of Dangerous is familiar to everybod.v to- 
day, for it lias come down tlirougli ail tiiose yexrs 
of racing in a direct line without a break to A. B. 
Sadler, of Stockbridge House, and his sons, Alf 
and Harry, wlio are among the most proiiiinent 
of our Newmarket trainers. That no doubt is 
news to man.v. and I confess that I was as ignorant 
as any, until I dived deeidy into tlie past, that it 
was from the "siiuire of Oxford” that tlie present 
generation liad sprung. 

According to tlie Rev. Tliomas Henry Taunton, 
Mr. Isaac Sadler, the grandfather of A. B. Sadler 
and great grandfather of Alf and Harry, was asso- 
ciated witli the Days, and liad stud farms at Nortli- 
h'aeh, near Clielteiiliam. and also at Stix-kliridge, 
whilst at O.xford lie only kept hunters and hacks, 
lie was siiecessfiil in his racing venturis, and 

among the earliest of the great liorses he bred was 
the ixiwerfully-hnilt Defence, whieli acquired such 
imiK-risliahle renown at the stud. Defence only 
ran oiieo, unidaeed for the Derby to Mameluke, 

hut at the stud he was sire of the Hon A. Greg- 

or.v’s Barrier, tin* Duke of Rielinioiid’s Bulwark, 
of I.ord Allx'miirle’s Emperor (sire of tlie great 
Freneli horse Monari|iie), of Mr. Etwall’s I’alladiiini. 
witli numerous other gixxl colts, and of the mares 
Barricade, Benedetta, Fortress, Di'ceit, Deception 
(winner of the Oaks). Decision, Decisive. Diversion. 
La Hall Rookli. I’rotection. Science and Victoria, in 
addition to Defender and Defensive, wliicli Mr. 
Sadler retained for himself. 

Dangerous was trained at Stockhriilge, xvliere Jlr. 
Sadler had quite a large string of horses, by Ben 
Dnff.v. Duff.v used to lead Dangerous and other 
horses in their long walks from Stockbridge to tlie 
various raix' nuH'tiiigs. 'Tiie field for the particular 
Derby ineliiilcd Glaucus, and with Wright on For- 
ester and Sam Maun op Catalonian, each receiving 
orders to take the lead at once, and keep it at 
all costs, tliey ran practically a match as far as 
they could, and made the pace tremendous. Cata- 
lonian held on the longer, but before nearing the 
stands Daiigcrou)s drt'w up to him, and won with 
the outmost ease. It was said by high authorities 
that he was one of the Iiest horses ever seen. He 
was a large, ixiworful animal, with giKxl Ixme and 
muscle and rare quarters, and his action was low 
and sweeping. He went amiss after the Derh.v, 
but the .secret was well kept, and he was allowed 
to walk over for a sweejistakes at Stockbridge in 
.Iiil.v of 100 sovereigns each, half forfeit. I have 
two portraits of the colt by J. F. Herring, from 
an engraving by J. R. Sc"ott, giving the horse fiill.v 
extended, and lx*fore bi'iiig led to notice him so par- 
ticiilarl.v as now I have often thought that he was 
one of the most beautiful liorses and gallopers that 
I had ever seen. 

-Recording to .Tolm Kent, the author of “The 
Life of I»rd George Beiitinck,” the Hon. W. H. 
Gregor.v was his lordship’s most intimate friend, 
and when up at Oxford in 1S;?9, tlie great Irisli 
statesman was inflnenced to start racing tlirougli 
riding to Epsom from t*xford to see Blixinishiiry 
defeat Deception for the Derh.v. Di'ceptioii, Kent 
descrilx's as a Ix'aiitiful mare, ami she was backed 
by all the iiohilify and gentr.v in the country. 
I/ord George blamed the jocke.v, hiit the Hon. W. 
Gregor.v was so ideased that he straight awa.v en- 
gaged 'Treen, the defeated Jockey, and bought him 
the Defence mare Barricade; Vitelliiis, which de- 
feated St. laimi'iice: Rhesus, the Ix'st horse 'Treen 
ever trained; and Clermont. 

Tn-en was brought iqi with the Days .and Sadler 
at Stockbridge, and another great trainer who owed 
his early tuition to the Sadlers was Bill Scott, 
wl’.o was sent to Mr. Sadler’s, at All worth, at the 
time liis brother John was sent to Stevens. Mr. 
Isaac Sadler ai>pan*ntly had two sons, William and 
Janies. The former of these was father of A. B. 
Sadler and grandfather of Alf and Harry, while 
James was father of Allen Sadler, who rode Dulci- 
ix'lla when she won the Cesarewitch. 

AVlien A. B. Saddler of the third generation was 
old enough, he commenced training for I^ord St. 
Vincent and Mr. W. Bevill, at Rottingdean; and 
Barford, which beat Dutch Skater and ran Rosi- 
crueian to a half length subsequentl.v at Ascot for 
the Alexandra Plate, was liis first good horse. 
Shortly after he removed to the old familiar 
Stockbridge, and prepared Vegetarian and Ilcnrv 
George (renamed Reputation), which was among 
the speediest horses of his day, and was eventu- 
ally sold to Ixird Beresford for what was a big 
figure in tliose da.vs. Littleton was his next ven- 
ture, but in 1880 lie came to Newmarket, and 
trained privately for Lord Dnriiam ami Mr. Cooiiitx' 
for some .years. For l.iord Dnrliani he trained the 
brilliant I’l'ter I low<*r. Son o’ Jline, Sidiniaii, 
Bellatrix. Giillieyez. ami a liost of others, ami 
in Bill of I’ordand he had one of the speediest 
horses of the da.v. Among other owners for wlinm 
lie has trained are I,oril Cliolmomleley. Ijidv War- 
wick. Mr. W. 11. Ewart. .Mr. E. A. Wolfe. '.Mr. R. 
.\. Oswald, the Hon. F. I.<amhton, I.K>rii Hasiings. 
Col. W. Lawson, .Mr. 1*. Bmlianan ami .M. M. 
Ephriissi. When upon the death of Mr. (lardncr 
the famous Cemetery field was laid out in pad- 
docks, B. Sadler leased tlieiii ami formed a 

large stml. which was aiigmented when the late 
Air. Stedall I'oiiiniciiced hri'ediiig his own horsi's. 

It was in 1S9S that .\lf Sadler, the eldest son of 
A. B. Sadler, coiiiiiienced training for Mr. Stedall. 
and ill the first .year he liad tlic flying little 
filly I.SI Lime, wliicli won some good races. 'Though 
commencing moderately with a half dozi'ii. Mr. 
Stedall swa built up a big stable by having evirv 
winiier of a selling plate which he and ids trainer 
thonglit likely to win again, and with .\If Sadler 
just the man to improve any horse that had been 
a little overdone, their gixxl fortune in this line 
of racing was iilienomenal. Several times tliev 
.seiaired a good liorse, ami siicli as Rayleigh. Vigi- 
lanee. Vietor.v, Orqnil and Duke of Sparta 
capalde of winning goixl elass handicaps. Willi 
Vigilance, wliii-h was cursed with vile teiiiix'r, he 
won the Great Eastern Railway Hamlieap. and 
Duke of Sparta won a most sensational Idneolns'dre 
Ilandicai). 

'To iM-rpetnate the memory of Freemason, Mr. 
Stedall called the training estahlislimeiit he’ hiiilt 
lip the P.iir.v road Freemason Ixxlge. I poii going 
to the stml the horse pnxliiced two tisefiil horses in 
First Prineipal and Most Excellent, ami the form -r 
won the Old Canihridgesiiire, the IK*rhy Cup ami the 
Cit.v ami Siihiirhaii, after proving usi-less when a 
two -.vear -old. La I.r.ne was good enough to win 
the Great Surrey Handicap at Epsom twice. Tlieir 
jmlgment was also frequently shown at Jlessrs. 
'Tattersall’s sales and Sadler tHiuglit Doiiinz .Moi 
for sixty guineas, wliicli. wlien renamed Duke of 
Siiarta II. with a view to elianging his hud luck, 
managed to xvin the Qmx'n’s. Prize at Kemiiton. 
With Genius, whieli was purchased at auction for (id 
guineas, lie also won tlie Ascot Stakes and Goodwood 
Plate for Sir Henr.v RamhiU. 

Natiirall.v. tlie ileatli of his princiiial supporter. 
■Mr. Stedall. ami the war greatly di'iileti'd his 
stables for a tinii', hut 5Ir. Rail! jiroviileil him xvitli 
a nestegg in Mi' Ronalil. for wliom he gave 3.000 
guineas at tlie disiiersal of Mr. Barton’s stud. 
Wlien Joyner returned to .America tlie Earl of Lons- 
dah* paid a liigli tribute to Sadler’s merits by send- 
ing him two graml-lixikiiig yearlings and a" tliree- 
year-ohl iiiaiileii iianied Bayaziil. which has not yet 
nin.

DISCUSSION OVER THE HALL BILL. 



Di'tails of tlie ciri nnistaiices iimler wliicii Hie 
lower house of tlie Maryland legislature refm cd to 
siihstitiite the Frick stale racing conimissieti hill 
for Hie Hull aiiti-lx'tting hill sliow that wlien the 
eoinmitfee reixirt eaiiie up in the house Mr. Metze- 
rott offered tliree aiiiemliiieiits to tlie Frick amend- 
ment, the first iiroviding for miiierit.v rejircsenta- 
tioii on tlie racing coinniission, the serximi that the 
license fee slioiild Ix» .81, .500 a day instead of .$1,090, 
and the tliird timt $.5tK) of this slionld lx* jiaid to 
the <-oiiiity in wliicli the track was situated for the 
iiiilirovemcnt of roads in Hint coiint.v. 

'The first Metzerott amcmlmcnt was lost by a vote 
of 58 to 42, those in favor of tlie Hall liill gener- 
ally voting against it and those in favor of the 
Frick liill for Hie most part voting for it, alHiengli 
tliere were no iiarf.v lines. 'The second nml third 
Metzi'rott amcmliiiciits were lost on viva voice 
votes. 

'There xvas .a long and spirited deliate on the iii-iiii 
question of siihsl i t lit iiig the Frick liill for the Hall 
iiieasiirc. Delegate McDemiiigli led off for the cem- 
niittee re]x>rt. He ]x>inted out that the Hall hill 
would not Ix' an aiiti-hettiiig or aiiti-niciiig law ex- 
cept in name, and told of liew Hie law had worked 
in -New A'erk. where racing and betting still went 
ell, except that betting was done on credit, a niiicli 
more dangerous form of gamhling. Mr. McDonoiigli 
tlionglit. Hian open Ix'tting by the pari-miitiiel plan, 
where a man could only lose what he had witli him. 

Jlr. Hall in defending Ids hill declared that the 
state of Maryland iiiiglit just ns well liave a 
gambling com mission to regulate all crap ami jxiker 
games ami get a rake-off from them as a racing 
commission ami get a rake-off from rare track 
gambling. He denied a gixxl man.v things that Mr. 
'Tlioinas Cl.vde had said Ix'fore the eoiiimittee and 

attempted to prove tliat all the racing was crookeil 

by giving tlie n'cord of the horse I’ay Streak at 
several of the Maryland tracks, as stated h.v a 
bookmaker’s p:iniplilet attacking the pari-miitncl 
s.vstcm of Ix'ttin.g. 

In reference to tlie working of tiie Hughes law in 
New York Mr. Hall read a telegram from ilovernor 
AVliitman of .New York to John T. Stone of the 

Mar.vlnnd Hasualty company stating tliat the Hughes 
law had “on tlie whole” been a benefit to his 

state. He also read a statement from Jlr. Stone 
giving sixteen instances of men wliose defalcations 
liad Ix'eii caused, aci'oriiing to tlieir assertions, by 
race track gamhling. 

Replying to this, delegate Sliriver declared that 
the state of Jlaryhiiid already had a gamhling com- 
mission in tlie person of the insurance commissioner, 
wlio had issued a license to A!ic Jlaryiaml t’asiialt.v 
company, of wliicli Jlr. Stone was iiresidcnt, and 
which did a piirel.v gamhling liitsin.'ss. Jlr. Sliriver 
said tliat this company did a professional gaiiililing 
business conipanihle witli the Imsiness of a hooU- 
iiiaker. It bet, s.iid Jlr. Sliriver, that a man would 
not meet with an accident within a year and laid 
its own odds; it tx't an emplo.ver that his eniplo.vee 
was an honest man and woiihl not steal or that no 
accident would haiqien to an eniplo.vee, always lay- 
ing its own odds. It was, said Jlr. Sliriver. a sort 
of suit' -tiling ganihler, altliongli he thought tli.it 
hiisiiicss was entirely legitimate. He also sixike of 
Llo.vds of Eiighiml which would assume a risk, 
otherwise a het, on any coiitiiigemy tliat iiiiglit 
arise. 

D*'Ieg;:te AA’liife declan d if he thought the Hall 
hill would eliminate the admitted evils of gamhling 
on race tracks lie would lx> in its favor, hut he de- 
i-land that in his opinion it would not only fail 
in this hut would make conditions far worse. He 
said that the Hall hill would open the way to racing 
all Hie year and to surreptitious Ix'tting. wliicli 
would he a far greater evil than the regulated 
betting under tlic provisions of the Frick bill. 

Jlr. Jlcliitosli. in advocac.v of the coiniiiittcc re- 
port, sai;l tiiat lie Iiad made an cxliaiistivc stnd.v of 
till' matter of racing and laid come to the coiicliisioh 
that the Iiest way to regulate it was h.v a com- 
mission and tlic pari-niiitiicl iiiachines. He told of 
racing conditions in France and England as he liad 
observed them and made a thonglitfiii and instruct- 
ive argument in favor of the Friek hill. 

Delegate Fished, of Prince Heorge’s, said tliat 
the race track at Bowie liad lieen a iiositive advan- 
tage to Ills count.v and that lie had never heard of 
a single instance where a man hud stolen anytliing 
to bet there. If there were such men who needed 
to be protected from themselves, as Jlr. Hall had 
said, he reminded the gentlemen that there were 
institutions for the feehle-mindd in the state of 
Jlaryiaml. He recounted how the race meetin.g at 
I'liper Jlarllxiro had furnished the farmers a market 
for $3..5(K) worth of straw alone and liow Hie hotels 
tliere iiad taken in enoiigli to support them for a 
.vear. for. .said lie, “yon know it ihx's not take 
miieli to support a liotel in I pper JIarllioro.” 

“New York.” ih-el.ired Jlr. Fisher, “tried fo stop 
racing, and it caused the export of Sloo.OlMi worth 
of fine horses which arc needed right now in Jlcx- 
ico.” 

When t!ic Frick hill aiiicndmcnt Iiad hccii voted 
down Jlr. Ilall hiiiisi'lf intnxlii.-cd several amciid- 
iiiciits whicii repealed Hie right of the I'ins.-ipcake 
Bcai li conipun.v to sell pools and also exempHn;; Hi" 
raciiyg at coiiiil.v f;iirs that did not contiiuic longer 
Hiaii livi' days. 
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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

A (lisiiiitcli of yi'stt'nlii.v from Wjisliinpton says: 
Dofiuit(‘ information roKardiiiK tlio Kinkini; of tlio 
stoamsliip Kimlislmian and tho daniaKiiiK by oxplo- 
Kion of tho oliannol stoanior Snssox wore ansionsly 
awaited l>y I’resident Wilson and Secretary Lansins 
today. This information was momentarily expected 
from* American consular officers in England and 
France. If it is established that either of the 

vessids was torpedoed by a Cerman submarine, the 
Tnited States would ri’gard the act as a most fla- 
grant violation of the rights of humanity, the prin- 
ciples of international law and of assurances given 
liy Ceniiany regarding the conduct of submarine 
warfare. I’ntil all tlie facts in tlie ease are at 
hand, however, administration officials will reserve 
judgment, altliough tliere is no attem|)t to minimize 
the gravity of the situation should it develop that 
eitiier of the disasters was due to a submarine at- 
tack and that American lives were lost. Igitest 
official information at ttie state department was a 
«!ispatcli from the American embassy at I.iOUdon. 
forwarding affidavits from Edward S. Huxley Jind 
Francis E. Drake, New York survivors, swearing 
that the explosion on the Sussex occurred “witliont 
tlie slightest warning.” and crediting the ship’s 
commander with saying that he saw a torpedo’s 
wake. Anotlier statement in tlie affidavit officials 
seem to consider significant had to do with a 
strange saiiing vessel which hovered near the Sus- 
sex after the explosion and which, in response to 
signals for assistance from tlie channel steamer, 
sailed away and disapi>eared. Press dispatches 
ipioting a Helgian army officer as saying that the 
submarine jiroliably had hidden ladiind tlie strange 
vessel, which apparently disregarded all the tradi- 
tions and laws of the sea in failing to succor a ves- 
sel in distress, were read with Interest. 

Tiie German olTicial statement of yesterday says; 
tVestern theater — 15y an extensive mine explosion 
early this morning the Itritish damaged onr posi- 
tion near St. Itloi, south of Y'pres. More than 
KKI yards of trenches were blown up. During the 
last few days the British again shelled the town 
of I.ens. In the Argonne and in the region of the 
Meuse artillery and other firing diminished only 
tcmiKirarily. Eastern theater— The Kussians yes- 
terday renewed their attack with violence against 
the front occupied by the armies of field marshal 
von llindenbiirg. 'The Russians advanced unpre- 
cedented numbers of men and munitions against 
the German line northwest of Jacobstadt. 'They 
safTered enormous losses without achieving any 
siK'cess. After strong attacks by portions of 
three Russian army corps south of Narocz lake were 
repulsed the West Friissian regiments made a 
counter attack near Mokizyee in an endeavor to 
rei-apture the artillery observation jiositions which 
they lost March ”0. Onr brave tnsips completed 
their task in every detail. During this counter 
attack and in the rejmlse of the enemy attack 
twenty-one olTi<“ers and 1!,14(( men were <-apt\ired 
from the enemy. We also t<K»k a nnml>er of ma- 
chine guns. An official statement issued at the 
Aiistro-llnngnrian head<inarters March ”4, says: 
The Italians have shelled Gorizia and Rovereto. 
In the Russian and Balkan war theaters the situ- 
ations are unchanged. 

From San Antonio, Texas, a dispatch of yester- 
day said: I’ancho Villa’s escape from the trap 

set for him iit Namiipiijia was through the Car- 
ranza, not the American, forces, major general 
I'nnston declared today. Funston heatedly de- 
nied that the bandit’s escai>e was through an 
American detachment, which liad used the Mexico 
Northwestern road to get Isdiind him. Villa, he 
said, fled from the I.ake Babricora region, through 
the Madera valley, where the Carranza troops have 
jiarallelcd the American line of commnnication. 'The 
supply problem is becoming acute, with the immedi- 
:ite granting of permission to use the lines of the 
M* xi<-an Central railway becoming a vital issue. 
'I’lie road l)etween the border and Casas Grandes 
h:is Is-come well nigh imi»assable, Funston said. 
'I'orn up by thousands of trucks, motorcycles and 
horses, the sand has Iwcome so deep as to make 
this means of supply transportation too slow to be 
«>f much value, tleneral Funston rejMirted members 
of the exiM-ditionary force suffering from cold. 
Clad lightly for desert heat, he said, onr troops 
iire now actually sutfering from the extreme cold 
*if the mountain country. 

From Petrograd yesterday a dispatch says: Two 

imiMirtant Russian acivances on the Dvinsk front 
have resulted from the sudden offensive movement 
of the last week. 'The advances are over two of 
the most imis>rtant sectors — at .lacobstadt, whi(di 
protects the northern flunk, and in the Narocz lake 
region. whi<’h defends the southern jwsitions. In 
the Riga sector the German artillery has shelled 
Shlok and Ikskull bridgehead. In the .lacobstadt 
sector the Germans took the offensive in the vi- 
einit.v of the Matau railway, but were repulsed by 
ojir fin-. There has las-n lively artillery firing 
at some other points in this sector. Westward of 
Dvinsk our troops captured an enemy trench, tak- 
ing some prisoners. Desperate fighting continues 
in the region northwest of I’ostavy ami laikes Na- 
rocz and Vichnevskoie. 'riie enemy attempted to 
open an attack southward of Karpilovka, westward 
of Derajno, which was rei)iilsed by our rifle fire 
and grena<h-s. In Galicia the enemy attacked one 
of our iKjsitions in the district where the Stripa 
joins the Dniester, but here also was driven back 
onr fire. 

It is announced from London that eleven persons 
were killed when the British steamship Minne- 
apolis, formerly in the New York-London service, 
was sunk by a submarine last week in the Medi- 
tiTi-anean. All others aboard the steamer were 
saved. The first news of the sinking of the Min- 
neapolis was given out at Marseilles by Captain 
I'.ibiiy of the British steamer Ijeicestershire. Cap- 
t:iin I’.ibby reports that while in the Mediterranean 
l.ist Wednesday he received a wireless call for 
help from the Minneapolis, which said that the 
steamer had just l»*en torpedoed and was sinking. 
'I'lie I.,eicestershire went at full si>eed to the as- 
sistanci- of the Jlinnciiitolis, but arrived too late, 
the vessel having sunk. 'The Minneain>Iis was a 
steamer of i:i,.b4.'i tons gross. It was built in 19tl0 
:it Belfast and w:is owned by the Atlantic 'Fraus- 
])ortation Company. Prior to the war the Minne- 
apolis plied iH'tween Amerii'an ports and Ivondon.

Ger- 
iiian.v’s output in the year preceding the ontbre.ak 
of tin* war was less than .Slff.tMHl.OOO.OOO, while 
those of Great Britain in 1907, tin* latest returns 
available, were about $S,(K(0,000,CNK). 'Those of 
Fraiii-e probabl.v are about the same as Great Bri- 
tain’s.

lea<lers in China of the Chinese Republic Association 
there. 'The ultimatum contained five demands, ac- 
cording to advices: 1. 'That Yuan-Shi-Kai resign 

at ;i fixed date and leave China. 11. 'That twelve 
“traitors (named)” be tried and, if found giiiity of 
conspiring against the republic, executed. 3. 'That 
Ynan-Shi- Kai’s j)roi>erty and the property of the 
twelve “traitors” 1m* confiscated to indemnify the 
r<*volntion. 4. 'That Y’uan-Shi-Kai’s desecendnnts 
<or three generations forfeit their rights of citi- 
zenship. 'That the separate provinces be given 

control of army units and arsenals. 

It was stated authoritatively at Washington late 
yesterday that shoiihl it Im* shown that a German 
submarine attacked the Sussex, Germany would dis- 
jivow the act. offer reparation, punish the submarine 
commander and satisfy the United States that the 
!ict was in violation of instructions. It was also 
stated authoritatively that the German ambassador.

The new demands of some 3t!0.000 engine drivers, 
firemen, conductors and trainmen, it was learned 
at New York yesterday, will be submitted to the 
railroads of the country next Thursday. The rail- 
roads are to be informed that a reply in -writing 
will be expected by April 119. The railroad em- 
ployes ask for an eight-hour day and time and a 
lialf for overtime. The demands were authorized 
by a vote taken recently by the Brotherh<M>d of 
Ixieomotive Engineers, the Brotherhood of Firemen 
and Engineers, the Order of Railroad Gondnetors and 
the Brotherhooil of Railroad 'Trainmen. 'The rail- 
roads already have said informally that these de- 
mands would not be granted. 

Tlie literacy test -was kept in the immigration 
bill by the liouse, working in committei* of the 
whole yesterday, by a vote of 225 to S2, -which 
defeated a motion by rejiresentative Sabath of 
Illinois to strike it out. 'The (juestion comes uj) 
again when the house votes on the bill as a whole. 
An amendment to exempt from the literacy test 
j)crsons coming to this country to escape either re- 
ligious or political jjersecution, was rejected 140 
to 43. The bill as drawn, would exempt only per- 
sons persecuted for religious beliefs. 

The biennial school census was started yesterday 
by more than COO men and women, working under 
the direction of W. L. Bodiue, superintendent of 
compulsory education. In the returns, to be com- 
pleted probably by May 1, -will be included a tabula- 
tion of illiterates, blind and subnormal, those in 
school and those at work, and the addresses of 
morally destructive agencies near schools. Head- 
quarters of the census takers are at the Haven 
school. Fifteenth street and Wabash avenue. 

Extension of the existing duty of one cent a 
pound on sugar until 1920, as a substitute for the 
llouse free sugar repeal bill, -which -would extend 
it indefnitely, was recommended by the democrats 
of the Senate in caucus by Chairman Simmons of 
the finance committee. The caucus took no action 
and will consider the proposal further. 

Since the beginning of the war the municipality 
of Vienna has expended over $20,000,000 in buying 
foodstuff's for retailing to shopkeep«*rs, and for 
distribution among the people. From the nine- 
teenth monthly municipal report it app«*ars that 
nearly 10.000,000 free meals have been provided in 
Vienna since the beginning of the war. During 
January tlie number was only 48,000. 

Lloyd’s I.iOndon report says the British steam- 
ship Salybia lias lieen sunk. Tlie passengers and 
crew were saved. The Salybia, of 3,3.52 gross tons, 
342 feet long and forty-six beam, was built in 
1904 at South .Shields and was owned by Scrutton 
Sons & Co. of iMindon. She is reixirted as having 
left Barbadoes on March 3 for Ixindon. 

Scarlet fever, measels and chicken iiox, threaten- 
ing an epidemic, have caused the council of Forest 
Bark to close the schools and to establish a health 
department. Mayor Henry J. Mohr and chief of 
IKilice Fred Licht will act as health officers until 
a commissioner can be appointed. Fourteen cases 
of scarlet fever were reported. 

limitation of 2.50 to 300 words daily has been 
fixed as the quota corrcsjMindents in the field are 
liermitted to file from Coliinibiis, N. M. owing to 
limited win* and wir«*less facilities. 'This iwrmits 
the individual to file alMiiit twenty-five words 
daily. So far corresiMindents have not been iR*r- 
mitted to go beyond field headquarters. 

Newspapers at Petrograd pnbli.sh a report that 
preparations are b<*ing made for the arrival of 
Emperor William in the near future at Vilna. 
where he is to supervise the direction of important 
operations. Detectives from Berlin, it is added, 
have already reached the city to clear it of sus- 
picious characters. 

An Athens report to Reuter’s at London says 
the Turks have ordeded the evacuation of Konieh, 
in .\sia Minor. The city is in Anatolia, about 175 
miles northeast of .\duna, and is on the railway 
running from Constantinople to Adana. 

Five allied merchantmen have been sunk by Ger- 
man siitimarines within twenty-four hours. They 
are the British vessels Cerne, Khartoum, St. Cecilia 
and Feney Bridge and the French steamer Hebe. 

Detailed iiiforniatiun gathered by the American 
embassy at I’aris, indicates that no Americans lost 
their lives on the Sussex.
